M ilitary Music. 
W ASHINGTON, D. C-, Oc t. 4, 1921’ - 
There appears to have been a decline 
in the use of m ilitary m usic in con 
nection w ith the Army and Navy of 
the United States. 
Scrr.e officers are 
of the opinion that m ilitary bands are 
superfluous save for peace time par­ 
ades or m ilitary review s and may be 
regarded as m ore in the way than 
anything else in tim e of war. 
Also 
som e legislators called upon to appro­ 
priate funds for the support of the 
Army and N avy believes a large num­ 
ber of bands to constitute a needless 
extravagance. 
Perhaps the introduction of tho tnfft- 
ijig machine and of m usical programs 
over the radio have caused som e peo­ 
ple to feel that there is enough music 
available and that the taxpayers might 
be saved m oney by dispensing with 
the bands.

A bsent V oters’ Ballots 
Voting under the provisions cf the absent elector’s law, 
effect since 1917 when the legislation was enacted for Ohioans 
who were preparing for the “Big Parade” overseas, is now under 
way jn Columbiana county. 
The polls, which opened Saturday, will close on Oct. 30, three 
days before the general election on Tuesday, Nov. 2, thus giving 
electors who expect to be absent from their home precincts on 
balloting day, an opportunity to exercise the right of-sulfrago. 
Application for ballots should be made in person or by mail. 
If a voter is in a distant city, his supplies will be sent to his ad­ 
dress upon written application. Or he has the privilege of mark­ 
ing his ballots at the election board’s headquarters. 
E ast Liverpool electors will select state, district and county 
officials and pass judgment upon two local issues—a 2.3 mill levy 
for school purposes and a proposed $225,000 bond issue fci the 
erection of a municipal building—and a proposed state amend­ 
ment to modify the state primary law at the fall "election.

B udgeting T axes 
The man with the little business of which he was proud, and 
which brought him in an adequate income, had to go to his banker 
for an extension of his house payment. 
The banker cheerfully 
acquiesced, and offered him twice the time he asked. 
“But,” asked friend banker, “I am curious about this. 
You 
told me once that you liked your business particularly well be­ 
cause it brought in a constant stream of small sums, almost as 
regular as a salary. W hat’s happened ?’’ 
The man explained that this was still true. But that every 
once in a while came a month when collections were very slow. 
He had been examining his records and found that it \^as a 
month when income or other taxes were due. 
“I budget my own taxes and am prepared for them,” he said. 
“But apparently lots of people are still surprised when taxes 
come due. They have to hedge here and dodge there in order to 
take care of them. 
And just because my bills are small they 
delay them. 
I am equipped to absorb delay in twenty or thirty 
small bills, but when it gets to fifty or sixty, even my little 
amounts run into money, and there is an aching void in the bank 
balance.” 
Big businesses as well as little have t een known to undergo 
serious difficulty because of the drain occasioned by the delayed^ 
payment of many small bills.

It is a comfort to learn that hurricanes have their regular 
seasons, just as northern snows do, and that the season is just 
about over. 
The height of the season, writes an expert in the 
Boston Transcript, is reached during August and the' iirst part 
of September. More than 54 per cent el the true hurricanes over 
a period of 37 years were found to have come within this six week 
period. When a “tropical disturbance ’ starts in Juno, the chances 
are three to one half in nine I hat it will grow up into a real, lift 
size hurricane. The chances increase until the lirst half. of £ep- 
tember, when they are six and one-half in nine.

A pproxim ately 9.60 inches of rain 
fell in Colum biana county during the 
m onth of Septem ber, 
according to 
la w re n c e H. Copeland of Millport. 
U nited S tates departm ent of Agrieul 
ture Cooperative O bserver for this dis­ 
trict. 
The heaviest rainfall in Sep­ 
tem ber in a given 24 hours was on 
th e 23rd when 1.70 inches fell. Sep­ 
tem ber was the greatest month for 
rainfall since the observers’ station 
w as established at M illport.” 
T here w ere but five clear dava 
last m onth, seven being cloudy and 
18 partly cloudy. T here were three 
thunder storm s during the preceding 
m onth, these occurring on the 15th. 
• 22nd and 23rd. 
The mean m axim um tem perature 
for the month was 73 2 and the mean 
tem perature 54.4 and the mean tem ­ 
perature 
was placed a t -63.8 
Sept. 
4 and 22 were th e w arm est days 
when 85 w as registered, and the cool­ 
est was Sept. 26 when it was down 
to 37. 
The g reatest daily range was 
34 degrees, registered Sept. 12. 
T he month was noted for its even- 
ess of tem perature. There w ere few 
cool nights, neither was there any 
frost. 
T he lgck of sunshine was pro­ 
nounced. 
As a result of the heavy 
rainfall there has been a decided de­ 
crease in the w heat acreage, as many 
w heat fields w ere washed out a fter 
they had been sown. 
One year ago w heat w as all sown, 
and corn was all in the shock and 
w ell m atured, but this year very lit­ 
tle corn is in the shock, and practi­ 
cally no wheal sown. 
This will prob 
ably result in the sm allest acreage of 
w heat ever planted in the county, af­ 
te r loss has been taken into consid­ 
e ra tio n , the report declares. 
The monlh of Septem ber had five 
j^ieavy rains when 1.60 inches fell on 


the 2nd; I 23 inches of the 5th; 1.03 
inches on the 6th; I 96 inches in the 
15th and w ith 2.40 inches tailing be­ 
tw een the 23rd and 24th. Beginning 
on A ugust 15th and continuing for 45 
days or until Sept. 30th, there was a 
rainfall of 14.80 inches in Columbi­ 
ana county, this being the greatest 
am ount of rain in any 45 day period 
a t the Millport station. 
In fact the- 
record show s th at out of this 45-day 
period rain fell on 25 days. 
During Septem ber 1925 the rainfall 
w as but 2.80 inches, and Septem ber 
last had an increase of 6.80 inches of 
rain. 
The previous w ettest Septcm 
ber was in 1924 when 8.29 inches of 
rain fell.

MORE FUNDS FOR 
COUNTY ROADS 


T hat m ore funds will be available 
for road purposes in this county next 
year than w hat has been the past sea­ 
son is generally adm itted by the coun­ 
ty com m issioners. 
Because of a law passed a t the last 
session of the stole legislature, com­ 
m issioners and other m unicipal gov­ 
erning bodies were not privileged to 
follow form er financial plans in order 
to obtain funds to proceed with Im­ 
provem ents.

Approxiirately 9.60 inches of rain 
fell in Columbiana county during the 
month of September, 
according 
to 
la w re n c e ll. Copeland of Millport. 
United States department of Agrieul 
tare Cooperative Observer for this dis­ 
trict. 
The heaviest rainfall in Sep­ 
tember in a given 24 hours was on 
tho 23rd when 1.70 inches fell. Sop. 
tem ber was the greatest month for 
rain fall since the observers’ station 
•was established at M illport.” 
There were but five clear davs 
last month, seven being cloudy and 
18 partly cloudy. There were three 
thunder storms during the preceding 
month, these occurring on the 15th. 
22nd and 23rd. 
The mean maximum tem perature 
for the month was 73.2 and the mean 
tem perature 54.4 and the mean tem* 
perature 
was placed at -63.8 
Sept. 
4 and 
22 
were the warm est days 
when 85 was registered, and the cool­ 
est was Sept. 26 when it was down 
to 37. 
The greatest daily range was 
34 degrees, registered Sept. 12. 
The month was noted for its even- 
ess of temperature. There were few 
cool nights, neither 
was 
there 
any 
frost. 
The lack of sunshine was pro 
flounced. 
As a result of the heavy 
rainfall there has been a decided de­ 
crease In the wheat acreage, as many 
w heat fields were washed out after 
they bad been sown. 
One year ago wheat was all sown, 
and corn was all in the shock and 
w ell matured, but this year very lit­ 
tle corn is in the shock, and p racti­ 
cally no wheal sown. 
This w ill prob 
ably result in the sm allest acreage of 
w heat ever planted in the county, af 
tor loss has been taken into consid­ 
eratio n , the report declares.

"T h e W e st Eighth street Job shows 
28 bumps of 3 8 inch, 15 of 1-2 and six

MORE FUNDS FOR 
COUNTY ROADS 


That more funds w ill be available 
for road purposes in this county next 
year than what has been the past sea 
son is generally adm itted by the coun­ 
ty commissioners. 
Because of a law passed at the last 
session of the st*ite legislature, com­ 
missioners and other m unicipal gov­ 
erning bodies were not privileged to 
follow former financial plans in order 
to obtain funds to proceed with im ­ 
provements. 
In other words, the new 
law compelled all of these bodies to 
"liv e w ithin their income.” 
W h ile there w ill be no change in the 
current 1927 m ajor road program as 
was outlined by the 1925 bond issue, 
tne commissioners may have at their 
command next year larger funds for 
road purposes than has been the rule 
this season.

manufactured by a “forgotten a rt’’ and 
unearthed by Prof. Landon in the ru­ 
ins of Jamdet Naur, which he discov 
ered recently and now describes as 
one of the earliest known sites of civ­ 
ilization.

month when income or other taxes were due. 
“I budget my own taxes and am prepared for them , 
he said.

They have to hedge here and dodge there in order to 
take care of them. 
And just because my bills are small they 
delay them. 
I am equipped to absorb delay in twenty or thirty 
small bills, but when it gets to fifty or sixty, even my little 
amounts run into money, and there is an aching void in the bank 


balance.”
